Inventions l,VII and ll-VI,VIII,IX are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case chemical 
product other than product claimed can be used to control the growth of plants. Note 
that groups ll-VI,VIII,IX are various ways to obtain a plant treated with a compound of 
formula I or formula II. The ways differ which allows for the groups to be distinct.
